The lawyers had offered to donate fix¬ 
tures from the old church to the present 
Friendship Baptist Church members and 
expressed interest in meeting with the 
protesting group. 

The date for the zoning commission 
hearing on the matter has not been set.

T he AN C voted to table the 
matter until a later date, pending input 
from constituents. 

A motion to offer no objection to the 
renewal of liquor licenses passed, 4 to 1, 
with one abstention. ■
